A DEFENSE ‘AGAINST MONOPOLY. 

Mr. Law*<of Westchester introduced 
in the Senate on “April 7 a bill to 
aménd the general business laws of 
1908. -Under ‘‘ An Act Relating to 
General Business *’ there are various 
definitions and-prohibitions of mondp- 
oly. Certain agreements .and acts to 
create a monopoly in the manufacture, 
production or sale ‘‘ of any. article or 
commodity | of common use’’; to re- 
strain or prevent competition in the 
supply .or’ price of any -such art‘:le; 
to restrict or prevent the free pursuit 
‘* of any lawful business, trade \pr oc- 
cupation,’’ or to create, establish or 
maintgin°a monopoly of the manufac- 
ture, production or sale of any such 
article, or to fix the price at which it 
shall. be sold ‘by. the producer or manu- 
facturer are declared to be against 
public policy, iNegal and void. 

Under the Jaw, then, a remedy is 
provided to protect consumers and 
honest, producers against the various 
descriptions of agreements ,and com-| 
binations for monopoly ; but law is a 
stow process, too often; and the in- 
stinct for monopoly is strong in the 
human. bosom. ‘Statutes against it 
have slept on the books and have oc- 
casionally shown their teeth for a 
thousand years. Mr. Law's amend- 
ment proposes to add- equitable relief, 


preliminary injunction, granted wien! 
necessary to prevent instant and ir- 
reparable damage. Such relief would 
be in the interest of all honest busi- 
ness, of the public, producer or con- 
sumer. Even ow. friends of the labor 
unions, whatever their, prejudices 
‘against the use of injunctions in cer- | 
tain Cases, would heartily applaud the 
leveling of them against the en- 
hancers of the cost of living, our’ con- 
temporaryeforestallers and engrossers. 

The Law amendment has not yet 
been reported by the Senate Judiciary 
Coriimittee. -This is the last day in 
which it can be reported. so that the 
Assembly may have cognizance of and 
take action on. ft. It is a promising 
and ‘meritorious measure for the com- 
mon advantage.

pendent on the physical condition of its 
women as of its men. 

It calls attention, also, to the fact that 
an essential element of military train- 
ing is the careful examinations by which 
it is preceded, and the consequent dis- 
covery in many instances of defects or 
maladies that can be removed by medical 
treatment, and the changing of the re- 
cruit from a man incapable of-efficient 
military service to one fit for it.” He 
is, of course, as much better prepared 
for peace as for war, and often is saved 
from an after-life of invalidism in its 
various degrees. But all this is as true 
of young women as of young men, and 
the suggestion of American Medicine is 
that they, too, need, and would as much 
profit by, what might be called the dis- 
tinctively hygienic parts of military 
training as would or do their brothers. 

This seems like a counsel of perfection, 
and yet the advice is obviously excellent. 
The difficulty is in getting everybody to 
do what everybody who considers the 
subject admits should, be done. Already, 
however, the general public_is slowly 
becoming educated along these lines, 
and there are considerable numbers of 
people who give attention to their health 
before they are ill enough to be in im- 
mediate and obvious need of medical or 
surgical help. :

Result of the Literacy Test. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that niilitary requirements abroad 
have ceased, in. general, to cause European 
Governments to restrain the desire of their 
subjects to emigrate, it is in order to con- 
sider some of the serious consequences of our 
enactment ofthe literacy test in 1917 over 
the President's veto.and after similar vetoes 
by Presider Cleveland and Taft. . 

Average conditions as they were before the 
enactment of our literacy test can be best in- 
dicated. by our. governmental immigration 
statistics as they were published for the year 
ended June 30, 1914,’ the last one before the 
European war broke out. In that year, out 
of 1,218,480 immigrant aliens who came over 
here 263,226 were illiterates 14 years of age 
or over, being about 21 per cent. In the same 
year 288,053 farm laborers and 14,442 farm- 


tire immigration. One hundred and forty- 
four thousand four hundred and nine serv- 
ants landed the same year, being a little 
over 12 per cent. of the entire number, 

During the year ended June 30, 1919, out 
of 141,182 immigrant aliens landing here 
only 2,827, or about 2 per cent., were illiter- 
ate. But the number of farm laborers fell 
to 4,412 and of-farmers to 3, or 6 per 
cent. only of the entire number of farmers 
and farm laborers. Only 6,277 servants 
came over, or 4.4 per cent. only of 'the entire 
number of immigrant aliens.’ 

It is obvfous that the prospective farm la- 
borers and domestic servants who would 
come over if not debarred by a literacy test 
would not beriously compete with dny classes 
of our citizens, but would fill a very serious 
and important economic want. If necessary, 
by appropriate legislation, admissigp might 
take place on conditions limiting stay here 
of such immigtants, while aliens, to the 
period that they are engaged in these two 
lines of activity. As it is, we are simply de- 
barring the only classes of persons who are 
likely to render such. much-needed, important’ 
service over here to our own great injury.
